AUDIT REPORT ON DARG,\H KHAWAJA SAHIB, 
AJMER FOR 1984-85 
INTRODUCTORY . 

For proper administration of Dargah and Endowment of 
the Khwaja Moinuddln Chishti popularly known as Dargah 
Khawaja Sahib, Ajmer, the Dargah Khawaja Sahib Act was 
passed by the Pariiament in 1955. As per provisions of the 
said Act, the Dargah Endowment Includes ;— 

(a) The Dargah Khwaja Sahib, Ajmer. 

(b) All buildings and Movable property within boun¬ 
daries of Dargah Sharif. 

(c) Dargah Jagir including all land, houses and shopes 
and all immova'ble property wherever situated be¬ 
longing to the Dargah Shariff. 

(d) All other property and .ill income derived from- 
any source whatever dedicated to the Dargah or 
placed for any religious, pious or charitable pur¬ 
poses uudej- t.h© Dargah Administrallon including 
the Jagirdari villaigcs of Hokram and Klshanpura in 
Ajmer. 

(e) All such bazars of offerings as are received on be¬ 
half of the Dargah by the Nazim or any other per¬ 
son authorised by him . 

The administration, control and management of the Dargah 
Endowment is vested in a. Committee named as 'Dargah Com¬ 
mittee Ajmer’. The Comnuttee is to consist of not less than 
five and not tnore than nine members, aU of whomi shall bo 
Hanafi Muslims and shall be appointed by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment. The committee exercises its fimctions through a 
Nazim .appointed by the Central Government in consultation 
with rthe Committee. The Nazim is the Chief Executive 
Officer of the Dargah Administration and also as a Secretary 
to the Committee, 

Under Section 19(i) of the Act ibid the accounts of Dargah 
are requested to be audited every year by such persons and 
in such a manner as the Central Goveenmeut may direct. 
Sub-Section (2) of the said Act envisages that the Committee 
shall every year prepare a report on the administration of 
the Dargah which together with the accounts and the report 
of the auditor thereon, shall be published in the Official 
Gazettee. The Dargah Administration is preparing only a 
statement of receipts and expendihire. No balance Sheet is 
prepared and as 'such, assets and liabilities at the end of 
the accounting period are not ascertainable from the accounts. 

The audit of the Dargah was initiallv entrusted to the 
Comptroller and Euditor General of India on con.sent basis. 

From the accounts of the year 1978-79 the audit hae been 
brought under the provisions of the Comptroller and Auditor 
General’s (Duties, Powers and Conditions of Service) Act 
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2. Receipt atid expenditure account for 1984-85 of 

receipts and expenditure. 

The opening balance was Rs. 1.04 lakhs (including secu¬ 
rities of £U. 0.02 Lakh) at the beginning of the year. The 
total receipts during the year amounted to Rs. 23.06 lakhs 
(including Rs. 5.51 lakhs on account of donation and loan 
far constiuction of Guest House and constBiictlon of toilets). 
After meeting the total expenditure of Rs. 18.65 lakhs (in¬ 
cluding Rs. 6.30 lakhs on the construction of ofiSce Blocks 
cu-Guest Houses, stafi quarters at Asha Ganj and pay of 
Site Engineer etc.), there is a closing baimeo of Rs. 5,86 
lakhs at the end of the year, out of which Rs. 0.43 Iftkh 
stand invested in securities. 

3. Defects in the Register of Movable Properties. 

According to Bye-IAw 21 of the Dargah Khawaja Sahib 
Bye-Law 1958, a book detailing all hmnovable ptoperlies 
am a book contauungi a list of movable properties of the 
Daigaih are required to be maintidned. Tbe deficianciea 
noticed in audit are mentioned below 

Movable Properties 

Articles under Gumbad Sharif and in Main and Subsidiary 
Toshakhana. 

There arc many Qoetly itema of gold, silver, and precious 
stones in the Gumbad Sharif but inventory of aU these items 
had not been prepaired so far (October 1985). 

The main Toshakhaina also consists costly articles made 
of gold and silver. There are seven locks of different 
Khadims (Hofth Cowki Baridaran) on the Toshakhana. The 
keys of the locker with Sttrganas of the Hafth Chowki Bari- 
daian who were not available at one and the same time. Some 
time in the year 1929 an attempt was made by thei Dargah 
Administration to open the Toshakhana and to prepare tbe 
inventory but without success. In April 1966, however, the 
administration, got the Toshakhana opened and prepared a 
•list of 206 items but the work could not ‘be cofmpleted, re¬ 
portedly, due to non-cooperatiion of the Khadims. Another 
Subsidiary Toshakhana consists of costly Gllafs (Tom covera) 
silver and gold articles etc, Even throu^ the Toshakhana is 
opened almost daily for change of Gllaf on the main Tomb, 
no list of articles in the Simsidiary 'Toshakhana has been 
prepared so far (Jaquary 1986). 

Non-preparation of inventoiy of articles under Gumbad 
Sharif ana in main and Subsidiary Toshakhana has persis¬ 
tently been pointed out in the Audit Reports since 1979-80. 
The matter relating to preparalion of list of Gumbad Sharif 
main Toshakhana and subsidiary To^iakhana was put up 
before the Dargah Committee in their meetings held in 
August 1982 and December 1982 but no final decision was 
taken, During August 1983 in a meeting it was decided in 
preparation of the hivcntarii and valuation of the assets con¬ 
tinued in Gumbad Sharif, main Toshakhana and Subsidiary 
Toshakhana and In case they do not respond legal action 
may be resorted to. As a result there of they all excepting 
one met at Ajmer 9th September 1983 and on 1st Dec. 1983 
and discussed changes made in the silver katehra and there¬ 
after postponed the meeting for some other suitable date 
The Nazint dated (February 1986) that matter would be 
discussed during the next dargah Committee meeting and 
thereafter action as per decision, of the Dargah. Committee 
will be taken.

This has 
helped in eliminating the pickpocketing and removal of 
personal belongings of those who took bath in Ana Sagar 
to a very great extent. 

13. Medical cover inside Dargah was excellent, 3 Unani, 
2 Allopathy and 1 Homoepathetic Disjiensaries provided 
medical cover round the clock. Over 19,500 patients were 
treated free of cost within the Dargah premises. 

14. There were quite a few pick pocketting cases. Most of 
the cases took place within the Gumbad Sharif. 

15. The beggar mence within Dargah premise® as well as 
on the gates was minimised by the help of Volunteers, 
Dargah Chaprasis and Police. 

16. The cooperation from District Authorities. Railway 
authorities etc. has been satisfactory. 

17. On the whole the Urs Sharif and Urs fair passed off 
peacefully and every thing went off well by the Grace of 
God.

21. On 5th Muharram corresponding to 1-10-84 the Cfailla 
Sharif of Hazarat Baba Farced Shaker Gunj (RA) was 
opened and the number of persons visiting the same touched 
about 1.5 lakhs. All arrangements which were made at the 
time of Annual Urs Sharif of Hazarat Khwaja Saheb (RA) 
were made at this occasion also. 

Loan from CWC for construction of Guest Houses ; 

22. Rs. 5,00,000/- loan from Central Wakf Council has 
been receiv^ on 29-11-84 for the construction of a new 
Guest House. 

Annuity Zagirs ;
